Ice Bucket Challenge comes to Hickman County 


The nationwide sensation of the 
Ice Bucket Challenge found its 
way to Hickman County Monday 
as 19 staff members of Clinton- 
Hickman County ICF were doused 
in ice-water by their co-workers. 

While the challenge raises 
money for the ALS Association, 
ICF decided to keep their donation 
local. Prior to being drenched 
in ice-water, ICF Administrator 
Rollie Bushor announced that ICF 
will make a $200 contribution to 


the Hickman County Ambulance 
Service. 

In tradition with the challenge, 
Bushor challenged Arbor Place of 
Clinton and Hutson, Inc. to match 
or beat their contribution. 

The Ice Bucket Challenge has 
proven to raise millions of dollars 
nationwide to benefit the ALS 
Society. 

ALS was first found in 1869 by 
French neurologist Jean-Martin 
Charcot, but it wasn’t until 1939 


that Lou Gehrig brought national 
and international attention to the 
disease. Ending the career of 
one of the most beloved baseball 
players of all time, the disease is 
still most closely associated with 
his name. Amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis (ALS) is a progressive 
neurodegenerative disease that 
affects nerve cells in the brain and 
the spinal cord. Motor neurons 
reach from the brain to the spinal 
cord and from the spinal cord to 


the muscles throughout the body. 
The progressive degeneration 
of the motor neurons in ALS 
eventually leads to their death. 
When the motor neurons die, 
the ability of the brain to initiate 
and control muscle movement is 
lost. With voluntary muscle action 
progressively affected, patients in 
the later stages of the disease may 
become totally paralyzed.

there is no air conditioning on 
the school buses. 

Outdoor sports have been 
put on hold for Hickman 
County High School. According 
to Athletic Director Henry 
Edwards, all outdoor events on 
Monday were cancelled except 
for cross country practice and 
golf practice, which were put 
on hold until after 6 p.m. in an 
attempt to avoid the extreme 
heat. 

“We’re not going to take 
any chances with the students’ 
safety,” Henderson said Monday. 
Volleyball, an indoor sport, will 
continue as scheduled. 

According to KHSAA 
regulations if the heat index 
reaches above 100 degrees, 
it isn’t safe for the players to 
participate in school sports. 

With temperatures this high, 
air conditioning units are 
working in overdrive to keep 
homes and businesses cool. 
Hickman and Fulton Counties 
RECC President and CEO Greg 
Grissom says the electic system 
is holding out just fine. 

“Although, this is most likely 
the hottest week of the summer, 
The HFRECC Electric System 
is holding well. We have not 
experienced any heat related 
equipment failures, and voltage 
performance on the system 
has drastically improved from 
years past, due to completion 
of several large engineering 
improvements to the distribution 
grid. We thank our customers 
for their support, and please try 
to bump the thermostat up to 
74 degrees particularly during 
the peak time of 2-6 pm in the 
afternoon, this helps HFRECC 
as well as TVA control the 
Electric Peak, which in turn 
lowers our wholesale power bill 
and our retail customers bills. 
This also helps TVA eliminate 
running extra generation assets 
or having to purchase excess 
wholesale power from the 
market. During the summer and 
winter peak HFRECC will pay 
TVA on average $ 650,000.00 
per month, that is equivalent to 
75% of our revenue for those 
months,” he said. 

The hottest day during this 
recent heat wave was Saturday, 
Aug. 23 at 94.5 degrees. On 
Friday, Aug. 22 around 2 p.m. 
the humidity added to the heat, 
made it feel like it was 109 
degrees outside and on Monday, 
Aug. 25 the heat index reached 
108 at 3:37 p.m.

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Your say: Has coverage 
of Ferguson gone too far? 


Coverage of the Aug. 9 police 
shooting of Michael Brown and 
the ensuing riots in Ferguson, 
MO has dominated major media 
outlets for the past two weeks. 

We asked via Facebook how 
Hickman Countians felt about 
the issue - whether our country is 
in a civil rights crisis that needs 
all the attention it’s getting, or 
if the tragedy of Brown’s death 
is being exploited by private 
interest groups in the media to 
advance an agenda or generate 
better ratings. 

Since the rioting in Ferguson 
began, the tragic death of an 
American journalist at the hands 
of an Islamic extremist group, 
the threatening expansion of 
that group, shooting deaths of 
innocent black teens in Chicago 
from gang violence, and other 
“headlines” have taken a back 
seat to the coverage of the 
situation in Ferguson and the 
civil rights questions it forces 
us to ask about our society. 

Here’s what some of you 
said: 

Tosha Rowland said, “Yes, 
I think it is being way over 
exploited. Why are other 
newsworthy headlines not 
making it on? I think that 
without a doubt, the coverage is 
creating more problems.” 

Regena French commented, 
“I feel bad for all involved. 
It’s a tragedy no matter whose 
side you take. Two families will 


never be the same again. I am 
very tired of media exploiting 
the whole race thing.” 

Douglas Akers said, “I feel 
it brings up the fact that the 
media needs to be reined in and 
held accountable for reporting 
misinformation, or misleading 
information in order to further 
an agenda of selling news, 
either by print, television, or 
radio. Despite the fact that we 
are supposed to be an educated 
nation, there are elements of our 
society that are very uneducated, 
and easily led astray.” 

Taking the other side, Denise 
Crumble Wilson feels like the 
media goes too far at times, but 
not with this. She mentioned 
that blacks face hardships that 
others can’t understand. 

“Being treated less than 
human, beat, hung, lynched, 
wives , children, and husbands 
taken for slaves, not allowed 
to learn their history. Growing 
up ashamed of being black and 
not fitting in. Always having to 
work harder to prove we were 
worthy of a job. You will never 
understand a black persons hurt, 
pain and suffering. I do agree 
that the media takes things too 
far, but not in situations like 
these.” 

Regina McNight kindly 
disagreed, saying all races 
have the same opportunities 
in America today. “Whether 


you do or do not take those 
opportunities defines your 
future. There are no slaves, 
lynch mobs,or people being 
treated less than human because 
of their race!! I personally do 
feel the media is way out of 
control on this...I DO NOT feel 
this was a race issue..it was an 
issue of right vs wrong.” 

One anonymous commenter 
said, “It is a tragedy for 
everyone. The families 
involved, the police officers and 
the National Guard that was 
called and their families. Why 
doesn’t the media and news 
report on every soldier that 
has been killed in war they are 
heroes who get no recognition 
or children and people who go 
missing every day? You see it 
once maybe twice and then it 
goes away. Tragedies happen 
every day, every city, every 
state and in every country. How 
do they pick one story like the 
one in Ferguson, Missouri and 
make it national news? Do we 
need to start a riot each time a 
solider dies so that the people 
who serve get more then 5 
seconds of recognition? Start a 
riot so that the people who do 
great things to help people no 
matter the color of their skin 
can be seen? Racism still exists 
and it is a shame. Why is it not 
in the news when the roles are 
reversed? When they report on 
it daily it fuels riots, looting 
and anger. People who don’t 


even live there are coming to 
Ferguson and joining the riots. 
The media and news should 
spend equal time on everyone 
if they want to report things. 
The media and the news should 
not drag things out unless they 
have the facts. Doesn’t anyone 
remember the song We are the 
little children? It should not 
matter what color we are, how 
rich or poor, famous or not.” 

We may never know how 
much of a role race played in the 
death of Michael Brown. Would 
Darren Wilson have reacted the 
same if he were faced with a 
white man, all other conditions 
being the same? Did Brown feel 
that his options were limited 
due to his race? Did race play a 
role in the store robber prior to 
the shooting? 

The debate over racial 
inequality in America may 
never be over.

Major shares Alaskan ministry experience

Twelve years ago, no one 
could have predicted that a 
“once in a lifetime hunting 
trip” would eventually become 
a passion for ministry to 
people living in bush Alaska. 

“My life is not the same as it 
was when I took that first trip 
to Alaska in the fall of 2002,” 
declared Rick Major, Fulton 
County resident and part- 
time preacher, when speaking 
about mission opportunities 
in Alaska at last Wednesday’s 
Clinton Rotary meeting. 
“My family and our church 
have been involved helping 
facilitate direct short-term 
mission opportunities for local 
Christians wanting to serve in 
Alaska since 2009. This July 
marked my eighth mission trip 
to Alaska. Our mission efforts 
in the past have blessed us 
with opportunities to serve 
with a number of different 
ministries located in Alaska; 
but now we primarily serve 
with Kingdom Air Corps,” 
he said when addressing the 
Clinton Rotary Club last 
Wednesday. Kingdom Air 
Corps is a ministry primarily 
devoted to training students 
as missionary pilots and 
mechanics to fly and work in 
remote locations while at the 
same time taking the Gospel 
as we are commanded in Acts 
1:8, to “the uttermost parts of 
the Earth.” 

The young people in Alaska 
are raised in a different 
environment than the young 
people in Kentucky. Villages 
are separated by hundreds of 
miles of wilderness with no 
roads connecting them. When 
snow covers the ground in 
the winter, supplies can be 
brought in via long trips on 
snow machines, but the society 
relies on aviation as its primary 
source of transportation. 
Each July, Kingdom Air 
Corps missionaries travel to 
Crevice Creek, Alaska, and 
hold a two week Bible Camp 
for children living in bush 
Alaska. The camp is held on 
the Fickus Ranch homestead 
in the Brooks Range, north of 
the village of Betties, Alaska. 
Thanks to the generosity of 
the Fickus family, the ministry 
is able to meet and camp on 
their family homeplace and 
hold two weeks of camp. 
The first week is for younger 
children and the second week 
is for high school aged kids 
from a handful of the remote 
villages off the road system in 
Northern Alaska. 

Major, his wife Mindy, 
younger daughter Daisy, and 
son Jackson, all traveled to 
Alaska this past July. “We 
flew the nearly 400 mile trip 
in nine planes (and probably 
twice that many pilots) hauling 
people and supplies north to 
the camp,” Major said. 

While Major spoke he shared 
breathtaking photos and videos 
with views from the planes 
as they flew into villages to 
pick up the children. During 
the week-long camp the 
children spend time studying 
the Bible but also bonding 
with others, swimming, 
roasting marshmallows, and 
playing basketball. “They 
really love basketball,” Major 
commented. “One young 
boy from Anaktuvuk Pass 
climbed every tree he could 
find because there aren’t any 
trees in his village which is 
located on the north slope of 
the Brooks Range.” 

The video footage showed 
villagers running out to greet 
the pilots when they landed 
in the village, sleeping bags 
in hand. He explained that the 
camp is the highlight of the 
year for many of the youth 
and their families, saying they 
bring videos and photos from 
the camp home and watch 
them all year in anticipation

Could these firefighters, police 
officer, EMS workers and 
farmers who respond to these 
situations be placing their own 
lives in danger by approaching 
potentially electrified power 
lines? 

According to officials with 
Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC and the Kentucky 
Association of Electric 
Cooperatives—the statewide 
trade association that serves 
Kentucky’s 24 electric 
membership corporations— 
these types of situations are 
all too common and extremely 
risky for emergency personnel 
and farmers. 

To help these individuals 
understand the dangers that 
arise from electricity-related 
emergency situations, Hickman- 
Fulton Counties RECC hosted a 
training session August 11 at the 
co-op’s warehouse in Hickman. 

“Discussing electrical hazards 
with our first responders and 
farmers is critical,” said Greg 
Grissom, President/CEO, 

Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC. “This information 
could save a life.” 


During the training session, 
which drew a crowd of about 
85 public safety officials and 
farmers from the surrounding 
cities and counties, Kendall 
Bush and Robert Thornton, 
Safety Instructors, KAEC, 
provided information on 
electricity and its characteristics. 
“Electricity is always searching 
for a path to ground,” Bush 
stated. “It’s important that you 
don’t become a part of that 
path.” 

Bush and Thornton stressed 
scene assessment, maintaining 
a safe distance from downed 
lines and contacting utility 
companies as soon as possible 
when a wire is involved. A 
high voltage demonstration by 
KAEC further demonstrated the 
dangers of electrical equipment. 

Ward Morgan, Engineering 
Technician, HFRECC and 
Rex Coffey, Superintendent 
of Operations, HFRECC, 
also spoke about dangerous 
situations that they have seen 
occur on Hickman-Fulton 
Counties RECC’s electric 
system. 

Hickman-Fulton Counties 
RECC is a consumer- 
owned cooperative providing 
electricity to 3,700 meters in 
Fulton, Carlisle, Hickman and 
Graves Counties in Kentucky 
and Lake and Obion Counties 
in Tennessee.

of the next one. 

Major and the other 
missionaries spend time 
professing their faith with 
these children who have many 
of the material possessions 
like kids in the lower 48 states, 
but lack consistent and Godly 
adult guidance and spiritual 
discipleship. “Some of these 
kids have been coming to 
the camp for six years in a 
row now,” added Major. “We 
are looking to plant the seed 
and hope that they go out 
worldwide and spread the 
Gospel.” 

It has taken the missionaries 
a long time to lay the 
groundwork for their missions 
in Alaska. “In the 20-30 below 
zero climate in March of 
each year, we travel on snow 
machines approximately 41 
miles one way from Betties 
pulling sleds hauling in 
material for buildings, aviation 
fuel, and other supplies,” 
explained Major. “All the 
items have been donated.” 

This past March Major 


assisted with bringing in 1,500 
gallons of aviation fuel to assist 
with their continued missions. 
All of this work comes at an 
expense. “Unfortunately, in 
American church settings, 
most people look at 
spreading the gospel from 
the perspective of a business 
model,” he said. “You can’t 
look at it that way. If you try 
to view missions to the remote 
bush or jungle locations from 
a business perspective you 
will never go there. The 
financial cost is staggering. 
God has commanded us to go 
regardless of the cost or peril. 
He will provide.” 

Major explained that this 
year at the camp, Kittikoon 
Wichitponpaiboon, a member 
of the Free Burma Rangers, 
attended the camp to learn 
about how aviation could 
be used to assist in ministry 
in Asia. In Burma, years of 
civil war and human rights 
violations have ravaged the 
villages in the war zones. The 


Free Burma Rangers (FBR) is 
a multi-ethnic humanitarian 
service movement that 
brings help, hope and love to 
people in the war zones of 
Burma. Ethnic pro-democracy 
groups send teams to FBR 
to be trained, supplied and 
sent into the areas under 
attack to provide emergency 
medical care, shelter, food, 
clothing and human rights 
documentation. The teams 
also operate a communication 
and information network 
inside Burma that provides 
real time information from 
areas under attack. 

During Major’s slideshow 
presentation a Bible verse 
from the book of Matthew 
was quoted. Matthew 16:15 
- “But what about you?” he 
asked. “Who do you say I 
am?” Simon Peter answered, 
“You are the Messiah, the Son 
of the living God.”
